Judge 
Dixon, at tho time he granted Kerr tho 
privilege of being tried separate, said bs 
would file his reasons later, and he has 
now made them known. 
Judge Dixon 
says the object of this secrecy was to 
prevent facts from reaching the jury in 
the trial of the three men that might 
possibly unduly influence their minds. 
It now appears that Kerr intends to tell 
all about the tragedy on the night ol 
Oct. lh; tiiat he will claim that he was 
not present at the time the deadly drug 
was adm inistered to Jennie Bosschietei 
and that he not ouly did not take part 
in the assault, but on the other hand 
protested against it. 
K err expects ta 
prove this by the confessions of Camp* 
bell and Death. 
Prosecutor Kmley will insist that Keel 
had guilty knowledge of all that took 
place in the poisoning. 
In giving his reasons for postponing 
K err’s trial Judge Dixon says that tho 
statem ents made by Death and Camp­ 
bell to the police implicated Kerr in 
certain ways but such statem ents are 
not legal evidence of Kerr s guilt and 
being introduced ou the trial of Camp­ 
bell, Death and McAllister they might 
have biased the minds of the jurors 
against Kerr. 
He further says that the 
counsel for Kerr made known to him

different line of defense for Kerr to 
that made by Campbell, Death and 
McAllister.
